Mr. Jennrich informed the committee
that if a zoning district allows a commercial type agricultural activity you have to allow
CAFO’s. The committee needs to decide if they want agriculture in Oneida County and if
so, which zoning districts do they want to allow it. Mr. Jennrich will send a letter to each
Town asking their opinions asking for a response by August 30, 2016.
